Bkusski-s, .Juno 17. — Letters which 
liave been received here recently from the 
Congo Free State confirm the fears felt 
for Henry Stanley and state that Mr. 
Ward, who is returning from Africa, beai-s 
bad news of the explorers. Major Batte- 
lot has written a latter to a friend in Lon- 
don ill which he says there is reason to 
fear that a serious disaster has befallen 
Stanley. The letter is very discreet and 
uncommunieative, but the worst is feared 
and many look upon Stanley as lost long 
ago. 

Tbe Autopsy on (ke Emprrur. 

Berlin, June 17.— The report that a 
post mortem examination had been held 
over the body of Emperor Frederick is 
confirmed. The neok, larnyx and lungs 
were dissected. ^In the larnyx, which 
was found to bo destroyed by suppuration, 
was a cavity abinit the size of ;i clenched 
list. Dr. Mackenzie says that the disease 
beyond doubl was cancer of lhe larnyx. 
A diagnosis was dilhcult in the beginning 
of tho disease, because tho cartilage of the 
larnyx was then attacked. It afterwards 
developed in the lower cartilages. The 
National Zeitunij says: " The autopsy 
has proved that the larnyx was completely 
destroyed by cancer and putrid bron- 
chitis." 

The Emperor's proclainatiun published 
to-day, is as follows: "Proclamation to 
the Prussian people: The gmve has scar- 
cely closed over William before Frederick 
was called away. Frederick bore his hard 
fate with liendc Christian resigiiatiun and 
remained faithful to his kingly duties the 
few months allidted to liiiii to rule. He 
exhibited all the noble (|tialitios of his 
mind and heart, his \ irtues, and his vic- 
tories on thebattlefield will be remembred 
as long as the German hearts continue to 
boat. I have taken theguveriinient upon 
myself, looking upon the King of all kings 
for aid. 1 pray (iod that like my beloved 
father, I may be a just and clement 
Prince, that 1 may foster piety and the 
fear of God, that I may guard the peace 
and promote the welfare of our land. 
That 1 must be a helper of the poor and 
distressed, and a firm guardian of the 
rijiht.

Pirr.sDA.M, June 18. -'J'lie funeral ser- 
vice over tlio remaiiiH of the late Emperor 
I''iedei'iek began at 10 o'chjck this nioni- 
ing. Prince Bismarck, Count Voii Mnltke 
and the foreign princes arrived early. 
Tho railway stations at Berlin and Pots- 
dam are closed against the public. Ivarge 
ci-owdg congregated outside b6th station.s. 
The soldiers and police are visible every- 
where. Castle Friedrichskron is guarded 
like a fortress. Church bells are being 
tolled, .-Vt 9 o'clock the iiiiniators took 
their places around the coffin. The 
cathedral choir sang two hymns, the first 
being "Soon Thou Callest Me to Higher 
Joys," and the second "Jesus is My 
ust." Chaplain Koegel then blessed 
I corpse and mourners, the choir mean- 
while singing the hymn "If J Am to Die." 
Twelve commanders of the twelve differ- 
ent regiments of which the late Emperor 
was chief, carried the coHin to the hearse, 
which was drawn by eight horses. Eight 
majors took the bridles of the horses and 
the precession started forFriedrichskuche. 
Before leaving

bent over the culEn and took a solemn 
farewell look at her dead husband's face. 
Tho court preacher, Persiua, repeated the 
closing prayer, and the choir intoned a 
dirge in theiprooessipn from the castle to 
the church. The Pr-nce of Wales walked 
with the Emperor and King of Saiony. 
Among those who took part in the proces- 
sion were Prince Henry, second son of 
the deceased Emperor, and hereditary 
I'riiice of Sax Meiningen and the general.'j 
of the army, headed by Count Von 
Moltko, who carried a marshall's ataS*. 
The funeral ceremonies ended shortly 
before one o'clock.

Kurlheru rncllle Train Bobbed. 

Bii.LiNd.s (Mont.), June 17. — The west 
bound express train was robbed last night 
about 10 o'clock between Big Horn and 
Meyers station, on tho Northern Pacific. 
Tho train was danger signalled at a dan- 
gerous |)lace on the road and stopped. 
When Engineer Saigeant realized tho 
situation ho pulled tho throttle wide open 
to escape, but was compelled by the rapid 
sliouting to stop his train again. The 
robbers, eight in number, compelled 
the engineer to go through tho train, 
wdiile they relieved the passengers of their 
valuables. Sargeant was compelled to 
break in the door of the express car and 
crawl in first. The robbers followed, and 
the safe was opened and the money taken. 
Many passengers hid their money about 
the oar before the robbers reached them. 
Conductor Beamon was ordered to keep 
in the rear coach.

THB LIQUOR LICENSE. 

Indignation is generally expressed by 

> the public at the action of the licensing 
court in granting a license to retail liquor 
to Mr. Foe. As before pointed out, peti- 
tions from the residents of the district in 
which the saloon is situated were pre- 
sented to previous licvnaing boards, and 
respected by tlieiii. A resolution of the 
council in also on record, stating that it 
was uiideaiiable that further saloon 
licenses should be granted. In the face of 
these facts the licensing board, composed 
of Mayor Grant, Hon. A. N, Richards, 
P. M., and Messrs. R. Ward, Geo, Mor- 
rison, T. Shotbolt, H. E. Croasdaile, and 
R. B, MbMicking, Justices of the Peace, 
gi'ant.od the license, Hon. Mr. Richards 
and Mr. Ward being the only two who 
oH'cicd a reinonstranco, the latter having 
opjioHcd llic! ap|)licjition on two i>v three 
previous occasions. We at e at a loss to 
undnrsL.tnil upon what principle or 
precedent the assunting Justices 
.flame to a decision, and it is remarkable 
iliatthe bhiof magiiitrate of tlie city, 
knowing the wishes of the people as rep- 
resented by the council and by the peti- 
tions presented, sliould have remained 
'.silent when the m.-itter wan being dis- 
flUBSod. A word from him explaining the 
position of alfairs would probably have 
convinced the board that under no oir- 
cmnslances could the application bo justly 
allowed. However, his worslii]) roniainod 
nileiit, anil gave passive assent to the de- 
(;iBion. Residents of the noighborlMod 
are greatly incensed at the sctiou .of . the 
board, and consider an outrage has been 
perpetrated upon them in granting per- 
mission to carry un a saloon business in 
that locality, if any action can be taken 
by which the matter can bo roctilied they 
are determined to lake it, and il not sevoral 
who are temmls of bouses adj/icont Id tlie 
saloon ])remises have slated their iiiteii- 
tion of removing to Home otlier i|iiarler of 
the cii}'. The incident denioiiatiates in a 
very striking way bo necessity for a bet- 
ter licoiiHu law, one that will more accur- 
ately define the meaning of the various 
liceusoa, and one providing for n more re- 
a|>onsible board than that which may bo 
drummed up by an applicant. Throo li- 
cense conuiiiBslonors appointed by the 
Government would pmbably bo the beat 
method to inaugurate. In the present 
(»M tb« applicant solicited ibe yot^is of 



the magistrates before tlie court was in 
session and succeeded in securing u ma- 
joi-ity favorable to his application. 
Another bench of magistrates could 
be called together to-morrow which 
would be averse to granting the license. 
It is thus seen that the system is greatly 
at fault, and a radical change will liave to 
bo effected before the public will be satin. 
fiod that the matter of licensing liquor 
houses is being transaoted iu a manner 
that is in accord with justice and public 
opinion. 

TOLSTOI AT THE PLOUGH, 

Many readers of The Colonist have 
psruaod with more or less pleasure tlie 
writings of Count Tolstoi, the eminent 
Russian novelist. His worka hjivo a de- 
cided flavor of originality and naturalness. 
Ho has, however, ceased to devote his pen 
to fiction, having concluded that it is 
morally wrong to write novels. Althuiigh 
one of the greatest and wealthiest of Rus- 
sian nobles, ho now, from a sense of duty, 
labors and fares like a peasant. Ho 
literally earns his bread by the sweat of 
his brow. A wood-cut represents him be- 
hind cine of the rude ploughs of his 
country, drawn by a single grey horse, 
turning up the soil of his fields. Ho still 
writes, but only on religious subjects, 
and proposes to make the yonnon on the 
Moinib the rule of his daily life. He do- 
chires, too, that lie never knew what real 
rest and peace of mind were until he car- 
ried his belief into daily life. Tolstoi is 
undoubtedly eccentric, and in some 
respects misguided, but no one seems to 
doubt the thoroutrhneBs of his conversion. 
There has been a great and marked change 
in his life. We hold in the new world the 
same parallels of latitude as Russia in the 
old. But in Canada, when one of our 
great men professes conversion he does 
not take to the plou;ili, hard maiiiial labor 
aud coarso fare. Our standards are dill'er- 
ent, appateutly, and more congenial to 
luxurious tastes. If oue can go to Heavun 
just as well in a palace car, why should he 
choose to walk thither behind a plough V 

DEFENCELESS LONDON. 

A feature of the war scare in England is 
that attention has been strongly directed to 
the defenceless condition of London. 
The alarmists say very truly, that tlio 
great metropolis has neither natural nor 
artificial defences against an invading 
army; that the city is witluu some three 
or four marches of the coast, and that if 
im army of sufficient force were once 
landed, and no sufiieient force were ready 
to meet them the invaders could march on 
Ijondon imd capture it. There are, how- 
over, those several contingencies in the 
way : How is the invading army to croa.s 
the channel ! it would take a big tleot to 
bring them over, and the crossing could 
not be done secretly. The British fleet' 
must, in fact, be evaded or overcome be- 
fore the crossing could be efiected. It is. 
after ijl, only from France that the danger 
of invasion would be likely ever to come. 
France is now a strong naval power, but 
unequal to a naval contest with Great 
Britain. As against a possible ccnnbiiia- 
tioii of France and Russia, England could 
simply count upon the alliance of Oer- 
maiiy and Italy. But, with only one of 
these in alliance, she could command the 
sea, and,render any large invasion impos- 
sible. Iti is doubtless weU enough to con 
sider how London coujd be defended in 
an emergency, and to have a plan of de- 
fence. But the maintenance of EnglandV 
naval supremacy is the main point. Asidi 
from this, there aro other great cities in 
(juite as bad a plight as London. New 
York is to-day vastly more defenclusH 
than London, being on the coast, and witi 
no national Heet that could cupe witl 
even the third-rate vc-jsel powers (jf tin 
old woild. Yet our sensible cousins 
are in no way afraid of the sudden capture 
uf their metropolis. We venture that the 
war scare in England, iu so far as the 
safety of London is concerned, will also 
be of short duration.

TWO STATESMEN. 

A curious illustration (jf the dill'erence 
between the English and (Jennau systems 
of political government is allbrded by a 
coniptirison of the parliamentary careor.s 
of Gludatone and Bismarck, who were 
born within a few years of one another 
and assumed the leadership of the parlia- 
ments of their respective countries about 
the same time. A lengtliy article in the 
Boston Advertiser on tho lives of "the two 
greatest statesmen now living," refers [liir- 
ticularlj to this point. Bismarck received 
his appointment in the Prussian ministry 
from the King in lHi-,2. ( iladstoiie wa.s 
"sent for" to form a govcrnineiit in IKfiH. 
Bismarck has held his jjosition from the 
day of his appointment down to the jiros- 
ent time in tho face of every political 
storm, while Gladstone has been com- 
palled by ciitsumstnuces to resign his posi- 
tion no less than eight times. When one 
of Gladstone's measures has been defeated 
he has boon obliged by parlianientiu'y 
ii.sage to surreudur hi."! oftice, but when 
one of Bismarck's measures has been de- 
feated he has simply held on plilugmati- 
cally and introduced it again, jjerlmiis 
with bettef >)ni:cesH. In (ierniany the 
law making power is vested in a federal 
council of represeiitatiyes of the various 
st.:ite8, of which Bismarck i« president. 
No constitutional change can be made if 
14 members of this body object to it, ami 
as tho king appoints 17 . members he : has 
complete cojiljol in this reiipoct. 
In England tho Commons control tho gov- 
ernment by tho power of voting or wit.ji- 
hohling supplies, but in (Jermany there is 
u fixed opposition, and the popular body 
have merely the power uf aHannting to nr 
withholding assent from changes proposed. 
If thoy do withhold their nssent tlie gov- 
ernment is not disturbed, as (hu provi- 
sion for ordinary expenditures is already 
made and the aflairs of state can be car- 
ried on as usual. If tho popular rejire- 
senlfttivos aro contumacious they may bo 
disniisMed. Those facts no doubt account 
for the growing power of socialisin in the 
Gorman empire. Tho article concludes; 

A people so enlightened and so iinbuud 
wjth loyp of liberty as the Qerniaiis will 
not endure {oreycr to be denied the ))rac 
tical control of thei^ ojiy^ affairs. Bis-

THE LICENSING SYSTEM. 

To run EniTou: Your editorial on this 

subject in .Sunday's i.ssuo idmost censures 
the j ustices of the peace wlm gi-anled a 
license t(j Mr. Foe. It i.s, (if cour.sc, cnui- 
mciRlaldo to advocate any mca.siuu calctil- 
utcd to brinir about a iikuc satisfactory 
uuide uf regulating the licpior traliic, but 
as regards thogentlomoii who gr.iiitcd Mr. 
Fee a license, they are deserving of prai.se 
for havnig tho courage of their ciaivic- 
titma. It is a thaiikle.s.s work iiiiyhow, 
and if inagiatratos are to bo coiisured for 
doing what they believe to bo right, it 
will socjii be dilliciilt to got one to .sit in 
tlie licensing court. 'I.'he license was not 
granted '"from iiidill'creiice or other 
cause," for the momliers of the bench, 
who had been regularly notilicd by the 
mayor to attend, eletirly expressed the 
I'liiiiioii that it was only a matter of com- 
mon ju.stice to grant Mr. Fee a license, 
that Llii!}' were umvilling to in;die lish of 
one and fowl of another, and that, every 
man <jf good cliar.-icter is C(|Ually entitled 
to a liceiiso. A justice of the pe.ice sliotild 
not usurp powers which are not given to 
him by law, no matter how desirable it 
may fae that he should have such powers. 
There is something ii> the licensing acts 
autbori/.ing the presenting of petitions in 
ninit ilistricls and confeiTiiig a di.screlion 
to grant or refuse a lieimsc, Init tliciv is a 
section in the statute which 
says that those provisions shall not 
apply to the cities of Victo- 
ria, Nanaiino aud Now Westniinator. 
L'his ijuestioii was raised on two previous 
occasions luul if' a discretioiuiry power 
had boon given by tho statute, you may 
bo sure Mr. Kichards would have seen it 
.■iiid pointed it out. If it is ile.sirabie to 
limit the number of licuiisi'd houses an 
apiieal slioidd be made to the legislature 
to luneiid the act. It is certainly not tlu; 
fault of the licensing ciuirt. In my opin- 
iim the j)ractice of granting a license to 
one man in a city and refusing another, 
is an erroneous policy. To say nothing of 
the injustice of siicli a course, it is not in 
tho interest of temiicraiicc, luit directly 
in the interest of the li(|uor dealers. In- 
stead of decreasing the coiisumiition of 
liquor, it only increases the .sales in the 
houses already licensed, thus giving them 
wealth and power, aud nmking their 
license worth a large bonus, which they 
may sell to any stranger that conies along 
and ellect a Iniusfer without dilhculty, 
while old settlers have, on several occa- 
sions, been refused the privilege of carry 
iiig on a liko business. Teinperanco 
workers and li(pior dealers are supposed 
to be at opjiosite jioles — not so in ^'ictori^l 
on this question. 'J'liey both seem to 
think their respective interests aro fur- 
thered by discontinuing the granting of 
any more licenses. It ia alleged that ii 
|)opular iiiay<ir was elected two siicoessivi: 
terms by bhe combined tem|icraiice and 
liipior Votes because hu had [jromiseil to 
put bis foot down and stop the granting; 
of licenses If total ))roliibitiou is notob- 
tainablo, then licenses without limitation 
of number with increased rate of tax.itiou 
seems the more ratioiud policy.
